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DETAILED ACTION 

Preliminary Amendment 

Applicant's preliminary amendment has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information referred to in Applicant's information disclosure statement has 
been considered. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the pair of oscillating 
rods connected to an end portion of the upper cross member and connected inboard 
from an end portion of the lower cross member, and the flat legs attached to the lower 
cross member at opposed side edges (claim 10) must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Specification 

The substitute specification filed February 22, 2005 has not been entered 
because it does not conform to 37 CFR 1 .125(b) because: A marked-up copy of the 
specification has not been provided. 
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A substitute specification filed under 37 CFR 1 .125(a) must only contain subject 
matter from the original specification and any previously entered amendment under 37 
CFR 1 .121. If the substitute specification contains additional subject matter not of 
record, the substitute specification must be filed under 37 CFR 1.125(b) and must be 
accompanied by: 1) a statement that the substitute specification contains no new 
matter; and 2) a marked-up copy showing the amendments to be made via the 
substitute specification relative to the specification at the time the substitute 
specification is filed. 



Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 



The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it includes legal 
phraseology ("means"). Correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 10-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. In claim 10, lines 11-15, Applicant claims "the oscillating parallelogram 
formed by an upper and lower cross member and two pair of oscillating rods, each pair 
connected to an end portion of the upper cross member and connected inboard from an 
end portion of the lower cross member". This recitation appears to set forth 4 rods 
connected to a single lower cross member, when the invention actually appears to have 
two lower cross members with 2 rods connected to each of the two lower cross 
members (see Figure 1). It is therefore unclear how the recitation in lines 11-15 is 
representative of the structure in Figure. Also, lines 17-18 of claim 10 include the 
recitation "the flat legs attached to the lower cross member at opposed side edges". It 
appears that Applicant is positively claiming plural flat legs attached to a single cross 
member. This appears inconsistent with the instant invention which includes each flat 
leg attached to a different cross member (see Figure 1 ). It is therefore unclear how the 
recitation of lines 17-18 is representative of the structure of Figure 1 . Claims 11-17 are 
indefinite since each depends from an indefinite claim. 
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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 12, it is unclear if one of the "two cross 
members" is intended to be the same feature as the previously set forth "upper cross 
member". Claims 13-14 are indefinite since each depends from an indefinite claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Allowable subject matter appears to be present, however rejections under 35 
U.S.C. 112 must be rectified. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. A gliding rocker assembly is shown by each of Lin (5988753), 
Desnoyers et al (6092870), Holobaugh, Jr (5427433), Chiang (6241315), Hauray et al 
(4108415), Trent (5344214), Chang (5558397), and Rogers (5795021).
